The situation, which had 
readied the boiling point sev­ 
eral times during the past 
year, spewed over Tuesday 
night when the council voted 
5-2 to support a proposal made 
by Willys Blount that the 
authority to appoint commis­ 
sion members be rotated
among members of the conn-

"YOl" FELLOWS are going 
lo be the laughing stock of 
Southern California," Isen said 
after the roll had been taken 
on Blount's motion. Only Isen 
and Victor Benstead opposed 
it.

"It's kind of rough being the 
mayor of a city of 100,000 
when you have five eager 
beavers jumping on your 
back," he said.

In proposing the new pro­ 
cedure. Bloimt said It "would 
dispense with the so-called 
patronage system, would be 
fair lo all councilmen, and 
would give fair representation 
to all of the city."
